The prospects fortlie Demperata to 

secure control o f tlie Senate in 1887 
are very llatterina. If they succeed 
in this the Republicans will tlien be 
in a minority in both Houses of 
Congress and there will be notliing 
in tlie way of au honest and econom- 
ical Bdmintstration of the govern- 
ment. The Senate now (lands S9 
Uepublicans, 35 Democrats and Ma- 
loiie and l!id(ilol)ergcr, the Virginia 
IJeadjnslers. These worthies have 
been acting with the Kep'i'i'ii"""^. 
giving them 41 voles to 35 ou all par- 
ly questions. The Legiilatiires Just 
selected will elect Senators in a num- 
ber of Stales, but there will be polit- 
ical changes in only two. The Dem- 
ocrats lose one in California and gain 
on(! in Illinois, making: tlic next Sen- 
ale stand as the present one. In or- 
der lo make the next Senate Deiiio- 
cratiit there must be a change of four 
votes. It is already announced that 
Riddleberger, who is really a Demo- 
crat, will cut lou»e fitini Mslione in 
the future and net with (he Demo- 
iwats. This, if true, will give the 
Democrats ;!(> votes. JIalione's term 
will expire iu 1887 and lie will cer- 
tainly 1)0 succeeded by a Democrat. 
The Fiisionista now have' con 
ii'ol of the Michigan Lcgislaliiif 
and will probably be e\en 
siivn;^er two years hence, w liidi w ill 
iiit'ure the election of a Democrat or a 
Urccu backer who will vote with the 
Democrats from that State. It is 
reasonably certain that tiiese changes 
will be made which will make the 
Senate a lie, each party liaving .'iS. 
In this event Vicc-I'resident Hen- 
dricks will cast the deciding vote 
whenever lliere is a lock. But there 
Is a probability of atill other gains. 
Indiana, Oliio, and Wisconsin each 
have a licpublican Senator whose 
term will expire in 1887. In Indiana 
there is hardly a doubt thai the next 
I.«gisiaturc will be Democratic. The 
one just elected is overwhelmingly 
Democratic, and the entire Stale tick- 
et was elected by over7,(XX) majority. 
It is therefore iie.xt lo certain tliat 
Harrison will be superseded liv a 
Democrat two years hence. In Ohio 
the Democrats now have <onlrol ol 
the lA^giolature, and will have a good 
flgliliiig cliancc to beat Sherman in 
two years. The otiier doubtful Slate 
is Wisconsin. The Democrats made 
a i-tron;; liyht this year, and the lit 
publicans only won by Ihe skin ol 
iheir Icelh. T'he probabililies are 
that the Slate will be Democratic 
by 1887, and iliat a Democrat 
will succeed Sawyer iu the Senate. 

Itut conceding the iatt two states to 
the Itepublicans the Dcmocnits w ill 
certainly have 38 Senators i i ISST. 
without lliddlcbor,^er, which wil 
give them control of the Senate'. 
There is not even a remote possibili- 
ty that tlie Bepublicaus will make 
any gains in States now represented 
by Democrats, so taken allogctlie 
the outlook tor the Democrats to ^ct 
entire (onlrol ol the frovcrninent is 
exceedingly hrighl. The House has 
been reliable Democratic for t«'n yearc 
and will remain so. A Democratic 
admiuistralion will be inaugurated 
.Mar! 4, and the country will once 
more be in i-al'e hands.
